THE OXONIANS, 


in view of a journey in the afternoon to Nutfield, 
where they arranged to stay till Monday, were at 
the London Boat-house at half-past ten o'clock 
last Saturday morning, and, coached by Mr. T. C.

About 100 yards further up the river 
a strong scratch eight manned by members of the 
Thames Rowing Club took a lead of three- 

uarters of a length, and maintained this though 
they were rowing a slower stroke than the Uni- 
versity crew at Walden’s Wharf, passed by the 
latter in 4 min. 20 sec. The scratch, having the 
Surrey berth, were rowing thirty-four to the 
Cantabs’ thirty-six, and still kept in front at the 
Crab-Tree, where the University crew quickened 
up to thirty-seven. Rounding the bend by the 
Soapworks the trained crew gradually gained, 
and, although they rowed nearly forty strokes 
a minute to the thirty-seven of the Thames men, 
could not overhaul the latter, who finished a 
quarter of a length in front, the time of the Uni- 
versity crew being 8 min.

The 
natives were present in hundreds of thousands, 
full of excited enthusiasm. The Viceroy, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and the leading members 
of the community, native and European, were 
present on the grand stand. At six o’clock Mr. 
Spencer took his seat on the narrow leathern 
sling which replaces the car used with an 
ordinary balloon, and gave orders to let go the 
ropes. The balloon, however, refused to rise, 
being overweighted apparently by the parachute. 
To the consternation of everybody, he ordered 
the parachute to be unhitched and the balloon to 
be released, and the next moment he 


SAILED OFF INTO SPACE. 


Some ten minutes later the balloon was out of 
sight. The crowd then began to realise the 
terrible danger which Mr. Spencer had faced in 
order to fulfil what he imagined to- be an obliga- 
tion to the public. Тһе balloon carried no 
ballast or grappling-irons, and possessed по 
valve. Mr. Spencer was without any apparatus 
for regulating the descent of the balloon; he was 
dressed in thin clothes, and had. neither food nor 
stimulant. Ав the hours passed by and no news 
was received the public excitement increased, 
and this was further stimulated next day by 
false rumours and by the publication of the 
opinion of leading scientists that death was in- 
evitable. ‘This condition of anxious mental 
tension was protracted until late on the Thurs- 
day evening, when telegraphie news was received 
of Mr. Spencer's safety, and on Friday morning 
he returned to Calcutta. 

It appears that the balloon ascended 13,000 ft., 
and then began gradually to descend. Ulti- 
mately, Mr. Spencer leaped from the balloon 
when near the earth, and found himself safely 
planted in a small island, some forty miles from 
Darasut, between seven and eight o'clock on 
the Tuesday evening. Не eventually succeeded 
with difficulty in obtaining shelter and food, and 
was subsequently sent on to Hossainabad, situate 
in the cultivated part of the Sunderbunds. He 
has had a,marvellous escape. Had the wind 
carried him to a wilder and remoter part, or had 
he been driven out to sea, as was quite possible, 
he would almost certainly have paid for his 
chivalrous temerity with his life. 


THE DANGERS OF OUR FISHERMEN, 


as brave a class of men as ever faced peril for 
their daily bread, are sadly exemplified by a 
recent disaster. Two cod and ling fishing-boats, 
while attempting to make the harbour of Ness, 
near Stornoway, on ‘Tuesday night, March 19, 
during a heavy north-easterly gale, were 
swamped, and the crews, consisting of six men 
in each, were drowned. Two other boats were 
near, but could render noassistance. The rest of 
the fishing fleet ran into other places for shelter. 
Six of the unfortunate men were married, and 
six widows and twenty-six children are left 
utterly destitute. 

The Queen has forwarded through Sir Henry 
Ponsonby a donation of £50 to Mr. Heneage, 
M.P., in aid of the fund now being raised for the 
widows and orphans of the Grimsby fishermen 
who perished in the recent gales; and we doubt 
not that her Majesty would as freely subscribe 
for the relief of the poor Scottish widows and 
orphans, were their sufferings made known 
to 


her.

depicting a coastguard discharging a rocket to 
the rescue of a shipwrecked crew. Apropos, we 
are glad to hear that the Board of Trade have 
awarded their Silver Medal for Gallantry in 
Saving Life at Sea to William Murray, com- 
missioned coastguard boatman at Portpatrick, 
for his gallant and praiseworthy services on the 
occasion of the wreck at that place of the barque 
Roseneath, of Glasgow, on Feb. 2 last.

PRINCE ALBERT VICTOR paid a visit to 
Bethnal-green last Monday afternoon and 
opened an Institute for Working Lads, 
which has been established as a memorial 
to the late Mr. Herbert Webbe, who died 
suddenly, at the age of thirty, some two 
years ago, while saying the Lord’s Prayer 
to a numb.r of lads at Paddington.

Webbe was well known both as a former 
president of the Oxford University Musical 
Society and captain of the Oxford Uni- 
versity Kleven.
